Response To Zoning Plan Is 
Interesting And Generally Favorable 


Response from Uplanders concerning the proposed zon- 
ing plan indicates many people are interested in what is 
planned here and how their property might be affected. 

In general, the proposal by Charles Eliot, city planning 
consultant, has been accepted favorably, although changes 
may be suggested. 

It is very likely no one person or group of people has the 
correct answer as to what is best for the community. Out 
of the Eliot plan and free discussion, however, a very fine 
long-range program is likely. 

Some people have cautioned the city officials about plac- 
ing too much regimentation on the citrus industry and the cit- 
rus groves. Others believe provision for residence lots of 
five acres is too large. 

And so it goes. The concern of The Upland News is that 
every interested person knows what is planned. Our pur- 
pose in publishing the half page zoning map on page 1 last 
week was to emphasize the importance of the proposal and 
to emphasize the need of people becoming acquainted with 
the Eliot plan. 

Final action on the proposal will probably not come until 
sufficient time has been given for everyone to thoroughly 
study the plan. Now is the time for study—and not after 
the plan has been adopted. 


Human Element Important In 
Correcting Chaffey Students 


The “human element” is the most important factor on 
any school campus—-even though we hear more about costs, 
taxes and salaries than anything else. 

Therefore, it is refreshing and gratifying to learn of great 
changes for the good occuring in extreme “behavior” cases. 
Almost every student is hormal but out of the more than 3,000 
on the Chaffey campus are a few who have no apparent place 
in the classrooms. And so what happens? 

The Student Personnel Services committee studies each 
extreme “behavior” case. In 10 short weeks many of these 
severe abnormal students have changed: once interested in 
only getting out of school, several are now planning on be- 
coming graduates. One student, once involved in a theft 
case, is now “in the clear” and apparently eager to “con- 
form.” These and many other cases make thrilling reading 
as recounted in the committee report. 

In a short series of stories, The Upland News will pub- 
lish some of the results of the committee’s work. Suffice it 
to say, taxpayers and all parents will take great pride in the 
accomplishment, even though only a few students have been 
directly affected. : 

The committee began its work in September. The com- 
mittee’s conclusion is meaningful and inspiring: + 

“In the opinion of the committee great strides have been 
made toward achieving gratifying results in terms of student 
attitude. This. we feel is due to the functioning of the com- 
mittee according to plans laid out in our initial report. and to 
the vital and cooperative role played by the faculty in its ac- 
ceptance of the plan and the teacher responsibilities it en- 
tailed. 

“The overall change that is desired will not be achieved 
in a single year, because, in analysis, it is an educational 
problem and must have a learning period. However, the 
measure of success that has been attained points clearly to 
the fact that such control can be held and enlarged.”

The facilities which make it 
impossible for the Upland School 
District to qualify are the com- 
plete auditorium set-up at the Up- 
land Elementary School including 
auditorium nave, foyer, stage, 
property room, dressing rooms, 
make-up room, etc., cafeteria and 
kitchen, teachers’ room and an 
administrative unit. The multi- 
purpose room at the Sierra Vista 
Elementary School also contrib- 
utes to the disqualification of the 
Upland School District for state 
financial aid for building pur- 
poses. The Upland School district 
is fortunate to have the facilities 
listed above but it is true that 
their existence militates against 
the district in this situation. 

The above information is sub- 
mitted to help people under- 
stand why it is possible for the 
Upland School District to have 
320 children in a shortened school 
schedule and still not qualify for 
aid from the state.
